CO-OPBR.'.TIOIT WITH THE AUSTR^lLIAlT 
iTATioiTAL University 


The S.R.C. h.as for some time been discussing the question 
of a workin^_- partnership with the- students ' organisation at the 
Australian National University. Negotiations were opened recently 
when the Secretary of the S.R.C. , John Brook, discussed the 
matter with the Acting' Secretary of the ..'\.N.U. Students ' Associa- 
tion,. .Joe Gani. /-.t. thut meetin^ it was decid,ed that a represen- 
tative of the S.’R.C. would.be invited to attend the next .?mnual 
Meetin.j of ’the A.N.U. Association to explain the idea to the 
scholars. This meetin,^ was held on Thursday,' 8th July, and a 
report [handed to the S-.R.C. by our '.representative is published 
below -for the' information of students in thd Cdllege." 


Report of Meetin-y with A.N.U. Students ' Association

■r Asked to ^ speak, after’ the Secretary, Mr.. Gani;, had read an 
account of his' meeting with JoJin Brook, I explai’ned that the 
College had 3OO students, including 'JO non-examina tion students.

We would welcome them at any, of our .clubs or activities 9 such 
as dancesp films etc., and would be prepared to distribute "Woroni" 
at A.H.U. in returnffr contributions. . 

In return we hoped for a reciprocal invitation to use their 
facilities, ^r.ecruits for our teams (or for a joint team), con- 
tributions etc. 

The link, which had the support of the S.R.C. (but on which 
the Colle^^e officials had expressed no opinion) v\^as not visualised 
as a, merger of the two • associa tions , or even as a formal affair. 
Rather we were hoping that a spirit of cooperation could be fos- 
tered, with participation in each other's activities? a system 
of sending observers to each other's meetings and the x^osting of 
notices of .coming events were suggested. 

The meeting was in general favour of the idea. A close and 
formal association is not favoured because the A.H.U. Association 
is largely a "union" for.ned to represent students in dealings 
with A.lT.u. In doing this they emphasise the idea that they 
■are a special, graduate body and they feared that close associa- 
tion with GUCSA might weaken their status. Nevertheless they 
agreed with the sentiment of cooperation and assured us tte t a 
full measure would be forthcoming.. The facilities available to 
them are limited to University House, which is not controlled by 
the Association, drbse • annual b-alaa.ee sheet for 1953/^ amounted to 
only £14.10.0. To gain a.ccess to these facilities GUCSA would 
have to approach the Master but their Association would be pre- 
pared to lend moral' support to .such an approach. 

It was felt, hov/ever, that .the^e a test opportunity for 
cooperation l.ay in the field of sport and this was the only real 
way the two bodies of studeh.ts. could get to know each other. It 
was true that there were insufficient students in Canberra to 
form two sets of te.ams and the meeting agreed to the principle of 
joint membership in the teams. A separate sport in^ association 
existed at A. IT. U. and the best method of approach would be direct 
to them. They accepted the invitation of GUCSA to the College 
activities and expressed their thanks. Ar'r.angements' to advertise 
such activities on University House notice bOv:.rds were made. The 
meeting agreed that observers from the two .associ-ations could 
attend meetin.gs held by the other body, and a formal motion expres- 
sing a spirit of coopera tion w/i th GUCSA v^^as, carried. 

Like GUCSA the ANU Association is not a hyper-active organisa- 
tion. Total potential membership is about 60 with actual member- 
ship in the vicinity of 40. At present they have little in the 
way of facilities and formal or organised social activity. It is 
doubtful at this stage whether any great si_ns of social inter- 
course will emerge apart from, association on the sporting side. 

This should- receive attention as soon as .possible and it is sug- 
gested that-, the cue Sports Council should continue its present 
efforts to interest ANU scholars in our sporting teams. This 
has already met with some success and the attraction of more 
members will help to forge a link with the ilNU. It is also felt 
that re^^ular observers should be sent to AITU meetings and 
personal contact kept. up -v^fith.the executive members of their 
Association. Re,_,.aiar invitatios to our activities will be 
posted on their notice boards. ............

When the S.R.C. bought a I927 uti-lityj it seems that they 
bou>;;,ht a .^ood deal, more besides. We cannot yet say just what they 
did buy. There \viil be a General Meeting to discuss the matter, 
despite all the technical le ,al defec.ts of the petition which was 
presented to the S.R.C. -we have received an assurance to that 
effect. It will be a Meetinj, the like of which has never been held 
.a.t the College, within our knowledge anyway, and those w'ho fostered 
tte petition want the S.R.C. 's scalps and not’hlnj less. 

Should they have them? The full story of the bomb ha« not been 
told yet, and particularly we feel the S.R.C. side..- The main arju- 
ment w'hich they have* to face is not the spdnding of so much money - 
they spent much more on a typewriter earlier in the’ year, at the ' 
instigation of the .last Annual Meetin^;, and the Editors could speak 
very ^ fee lingiy in favbur of that. The main' argument is that there 
is no.t use eno’u^h for a utility to warra nt " i t..- •And- with this a lot 
of- studeht-s v/ill agree. Even if it can be sold a.ain for the same 
price, there are expe-i.:ses of re pair , • re Jistra tion a nd insurance 
w'hich it w;ill need a big profit on resale -to cover and which even 
that shrewd busineBs-man Edwards may find beyond him.
